SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Young Girls Flesh 11 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This restriction is because of the magazine’s explicit photographs of sexual activity 
and women in sexually provocative poses. Consideration has been given to the 
magazine’s title, which suggests that young persons may be presented in a sexual 
context. However, the magazine does not present young persons, and does not 
otherwise promote or support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes in 
the manner suggested by the title. 

Consideration has also been given to the dehumanising and demeaning aspects of the 
magazine’s focus on body parts, and demeaning aspects of the text. Both the 
dehumanising and demeaning elements are not considered significant enough to 
colour the whole magazine. However, owing to the depictions of explicit nudity and 
sexual activity, the availability of the magazine is likely to be injurious to the public 
good unless it is restricted to an adult audience. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been 
considered in arriving at the decision and the magazine’s restriction is considered to 
be reasonable and justified in terms of the NZBR Act. 
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
